Georgia Enacts New Fair Trade Law 


Fair trade has been restored in 
Georgia with the signing of a new 
fair trade bill on January 6 by 
Governor Herman Talmadge. The ac- 
tion -estores the number of fair 
trade states to 45. New legislation 
in Georgia became necessary after 
that state's Supreme Court ruled 
that the Georgia Fair Trade Act 
conflicted with Federal statutes at 
the time of its enactment and of- 


fended the due-process clause of the 
Georgia Constitution. 

The new law emphasizes that ‘the 
public interest and general well be- 
ing of the State of Georgia will best 
be served by the maintenance of 
minimum resale prices of trade- 
marked, branded or named com- 
modities of the same _ general 
class. ... " Retailers generally ap- 
plauded the new law.
